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Abstract 


A new platystomatid species of the genus Huthyplatystoma Hendel ( Diptera, Platystomatidae) , 


E. gumguesis sp. nov. 


collected from Daqingshan, Guangxi, China is described. Æ. pundiplawn (Walker) collected from Yunnan, China and E. rigidum 
( Walker) collected from Mt. Ema, Sichuan, China are reported from China for the first time. A key to the species, diagnoses and 
illustrations are provided. The type specimens are deposited in Institute of Zoology, Chinese Academy of Sciences, Beijing. 
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The genus Fiuthyplatystoma belongs to the subfamily 
Platystomatinae ( Diptera: Platystomatidae ). It was 
erected by Hendel in 1914 far a single species, Hatystoma 
rigidum Walker, 1856 from Singapare. Five species of the 
genus have been reported so far (Walker, 1856, 1861; 
Hendel, 1914; Steyskal, 1977; Lin & Chen, 1999). 
this paper, a total of 4 species have been recognized, of 
which E. guangxiasis sp. nov. is described as new to 
science, E. fundiplaum ( Walker) and E. rigidum 
( Walker) are reported for the first time from this 
country. Materials used in this study are deposited in the 
Institute of Zoology, Chinese Academy of Sciences, 
Bejing China ( IZCAS) and the Natural History 
Museum, Londa, UK ( BMNB). 

Morphological terminology follows McAlpine 
(1981). Lengths of body and wing are measured in 
millimeters. The four ratios used in the descriptions are 
as follows: frons eye ratio (width of frons/ width of eye 
at ocellar triangle in darsal view); gena eye ratio ( genal 
height / longest eye diameter in lateral view); clypeus 
face ratio (vertical length of clypeus / vertical length of 
face in anterior view) . 

Euthyplatystoma Hendel, 1914 


Futhyplaystona Hendel, 1914: 13. Type species: Hatystma rigidum Walker, 
1856 [ = Extyplatstona rigidum (Walker, 1856) ], by original designation. 


Diagnosis. Smalksized, dark brown to black 
platystomatid species, which is characterized by having 
moderately developed clypeus; ansta plumose; outer 
ventral part of occiput swdlen; scutellum flattened 
dorsally; wing brown in ground cdor, with many small 
hyaline spots; head with a pair of orbital, mner vertical, 
outer vertical and genal bristles; thorax with a pair of 
postpronotal, supra alar, postalar, intra alar, 
prescutellar and anepisternal bristles; 2 pairs of scapular, 
notopleurals and 3 pairs of scutellar bristles; dorsocentral

1 Euthyplatystoma guangxiensis sp. nov. (Figs. 1, 5) 


Male. Head height 1.50-1.53 x length, entirely 
orange except for ocellar triangle black; with a par of 
orbital, inner vertical, outer vertical and genal bristles. 
Frons slightly converging posteriorly, covered with small 
black hairs and 2 white pollinose vittae narrowly on 
lateral margins; frons eye ratio 1. 151. 17. Face entirely 
orange, lacking dark facial spots. Gena eye ratio 0. 17 
0. 18. Antenna about 3/5 as long as face; 1st flagellamere 
dark brown to black, rounded at apex, about 1.5 times 
as long as pedicel; arista plumose. Clypeus rather large 
and long, clypeus face ratio 0. 90-0. 9. Outer ventral 
part of occiput swollen. Proboscis moderately developed; 
palpi elongate. 

Thorax. Entirely dark brown to black except for 
halteres yellow basally, with a par of postpronctal, 
suprealar, postalar, intrealar, prescutellar and 
anepisternal bristles; 2 pairs of scapular, nctopleurals and 
3 pairs of scutellar bristles, dorsocentral bristles absent. 
Wing brown in ground color, with many small round 
hyaline spots in cell cua; and anal lobe and sane narrow 
hyaline band on apical portion; cells bc, c and sc entirely 
brown; cell sc mainly brown. Legs predominantly

yellowish brown, fore femur with a row of posteroventral 
bristles, mid tibia with a apical spur. 

Abdomen. Entirely dark brown to black, 5th 
tergum much longer than the 4th. The male genitalia has 
not been dissected for study. 

Female Similar to male in general appearance. 
Aculeus missing, but 2 bowtshaped  spermathecae 


present. 
Length: body 5. 55.7 mm; wing 5. 65. 2mm.

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Etymdogy. This species is named for the type 
locality.

Remarks. This species is readily differentiated from 
all other species of the genus by absence of dark spots on 
face wing with some narrow hyaline band on apical 
portion, cells be, c and sc entirely brown; cell dm 
largely brown; legs predominantly yallowish brown. 


2 Euthyplatystoma punctiplnum ( Walker, 1861)

Diagnosis. This species is diferentiated from other 
congeners of the genus by having many small round 
hyaline spots on apical portion of wing and lacking 
complete hyaline band.

Diagnosis. ‘This species can be readily distinguished 
by having a complete transverse hyaline band over apical 
portion of wing and legs predominantly dark brown to 
black.

Diagnosis. ‘This species appears to be closely related 
to E. ngidum ( Walker) in general appearance, especially 


the wing markings; but differs primarily from the latter 

by having only 23 small hyaline spots along margin of 

cell m, and legs predominantly brownish yellow.
